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CEASE-AIRE LINE 
ACCORD EXPIRES 
WITHOUT A MOVE 
FOR EXTENSION 


Truce Groups Schedule 
Further Talks. 


MUNSAN, Korea, Friday, Dec. 
28 (AP)—The 30-day Korean 
cease-fire line agreement ran out 
today on “a rather ominous note” 
in truce talks about Allied pris- 
oner-of-war deaths. 


There was no indication here 
of plans to extend the agreement. 
The full five-man armistice com- 
mittees which signed the original 
agreement Nov. 27 did not even 
meet. An official United Nations 
spokesman said neither side asked 
for an extension. 

In a subcommittee session at 
Panmunjom Thursday, however, 
Adm. R. E. Libby said the Com- 
munists hinted that they may 
revort man, of the 50,000 Allied 
prisoners of war still unaccounted 
for had died of exposure and 
disease. 

Libby said it was “a rather 
ominous note. It might have been 
a forewarning that all these peo- 
ple ‘died of illness.” 

Full Accounting Urged. 

At the same time Libby indi- 
cated that if the Communists 
would give a full and honest ac- 
counting for all prisoners, the 
Allies might consider the all-for- 
all exchange that the Reds de- 
mand. 

Libby told the Reds: 

“Tf and when you account for 
all the prisoners of war you 
should have and all you have had 
—after you have given us a com- 
plete prisoner-of-war list—then 
your proposal for an all-for-all 
exchange is an honest and factual 
proposal worthy of discussion. 

“Until we get from you this in- 
formation we cannot move one 
inch toward a solution.” 


Groups Schedule Meetings. 
Subcommittees working on the 


problems of exchanging war pris-/| 


oners and supervising a truee still 
were deadlocked when they ad- 
journed their last session before 
the scheduled expiration hour. 
The agreement ran out at mid- 
nitht (9 a.m. Thursday, St. Louis 
time). , 

Each committee scheduled an- 
other meeting for 11 a.m, Fri- 
day in Panmunjom.. 

Washington sources expressed 
the belief that Gen. Matthew B. 
Ridgway would approve a 15-day 
extension of the period in which 
the 145-mile line drawn across 
Korea Nov. 27 could become a 
permanent cease-fire line. 

High diplomatic officials in 
Washington said he had béen au- 
thorized to approve an extension 
of up to 15 days if he felt there 
was hope of reaching an agree- 
ment. 

On Nov. 27 negotiations drew a 
tentatwe cease-fire line and 
a°reed # would become the cen- 
ter of a 2\4-mile-wide buffer zone 
if an atimistice were signed with- 
in 30 days. 

Otherwise the line would be re- 
drawn just before a truce is 
signed to follow changes resulting 
from battle action. 

Reds Accused of Delay. 

(Ridgway’s Voice o* the United 
Nations Command radio, mean- 
while, accused the Communists 
of intentionally delaying truce 
talks past the 30-day deadline, 
the United Press said in a dis- 
patch from Tokyo. 

(In a broadcast entit'ed “Time 
Runs Out,” Ridgway’s radio said 
the Communists had run true to 
form—that during the last 30 days 
they had followed their familiar 
pattern of delay, deceit and diver- 
sionary tactics. 

(Recent Red actions, the broad- 
cast said, indicated also that they 
are in the ransom business. Their 
attitude may be taken as a hint 
that they are offering the imme- 
diate return of sick and wounded 
Allied prisoners if the U.N. com- 
mand gives them concessions.

Associated Press Average Has 
Best Rise in 3 Weeks After 
Late Selling Yesterday. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 27 (AP) — 
The stock market surged ahead 
today in what jubilant bulls con- 
sidered a renewal of the tradi- 
tional year-end rally. 

Gains ran to between $1 and $2 
a share among leading issues, 
and some stocks advanced even 
more. The Associated Press av- 
erage of 60 stocks added $1 at 
$98.10, the best gain in around 
three weeks. 

Yesterday the market was de- 
pressed by late selling to estab- 
lish profits for 1951 tax returns. 
With that type of offerings out of 
the way, the market today rolled 
forward after a hesitant start. 
The volume of business came to 
1,460,000 shares, compared with 
1,530,000 yesterday. 


NATIONAL GUARD DIVISION 
AT FRONT IN KOREA, ARMY SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 (UP)— 
Oklahoma’s Forty-fifth National 
Guard Infantry Division is fight- 
ing in Korea, the Army disclosed 
today. 

The Army made the disclosure 
in confirming that First Lt. Jack 
Hancock of Poteau, Okla., a mem- 
ber of the division, was killed 
in Korea Dec. 15. His wife, Mrs. 
Burnell Hancock of Poteau, has 
been notified. 

The Forty-fifth was the first 
National Guard division sent to 
Korea. However, an unspecified 
number of smaller guard units 
and individual guardsmen had 
been sent there previously. 


Russia to Accept George F. Kennan. 
As U.S. Envoy, but Denounces Him}; 


Dictpenat: ‘Selec Selected for 


Ambassador Is Said to 
Have Originated Anti- 
Red Policy. i

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 (AP)— 
Russia has agreed to accept 
George F. Kennan as, the new 
United States Ambassador to 
Russia, almost at the same time 
denouncing him as a foe of the 
Soviets. . 

President Truman announced 
at Kansas City last night the 


reer diplomat, who is credited 
with being a principal author of 
the present American policy of 
containment to counter the threat 
of Communist aggression. 

Kennan will succeed R. Adm. 
Alan G. Kirk, who had requested 
retirement. Presidential Secre- 
tary Joseph Short said Truman 
acceded to Kirk’s request with 
reluctance. 

The announcement was made 
after the Kremlin orally in- 
formed the White House that 
Kennan would be acceptable, 
There had been some specula- 
tion that he would be turned 
down. It arose after attacks on 
him by both Pravda and Radio 
gta the latest only yester- 
a 
+ oA to Take Post in April. 

Kennan, former State Depart- 
ment counselor and recently chief 
of Secretary of State Acheson’s 
policy planning staff, is now on 
leave with the Institute for ad- 
vanced studies at Princeton, N-J. 
He is expected to take over the 
ambassadorship in April. 

Short said his nomination 
would be submitted to the Sen- 
fate for confirmation soon after 
Congress reconvenes. There has 
been no indication of opposition 
to Kennan. 

(The United Press quoted Ken- 
nan today as saying he is going 
to Moscow to “try to do a job” 
of improving United States-Soviet 
relations. He declined to predict 
how much success he will have, 
saying: “I think it’s better to 
tackle a job first, and talk about 
it afterwards.” 

(Kennan passed: through Wash- 
ington en route to his Pennsyl- 
vania farm retreat, shortly after 
President Truman announced the 
nomination.) 

Knowlédge of Language. 

Kennan has had long experi- 
ence in dealing with the Soviets, 
previous service in the embassy at 
Moscow, and speaks the Russian 
language fluently, 

Officials wrote off the Com- 
munist attacks on him as. a new 
instance of the. manner in which 
Moscow seizés opportunities to 
make propaganda. They expressed 
doubt that Kennan would be more 
handicapped in dealing with the 
Kremlin than were the seven 
other men who have headed the 
American mission toa Moscow 
since the United States extended 
diplomatic recognition to the 
Soviet government in 1933. 

Pravda, the official Communist 
party newspaper, yesterday called 
him a supporter of anti-Soviet 
organizations and listed among 
thesé the East European fund of 
the Ford Foundation, from which 
Kennan resigned Nov. 23. Offi- 
cials said he was concerned only 
with aid for refugees from the 
Soviet bloc and not with any anti- 
Russian activities. 

On Dec, 3, Radio Moscow pic- 
tured Kennan as a foe of the 
Soviets. It listed him, along with 
former Ambassadors Kirk and W. 
Averell Harriman, as “shady 
persons who are usually spies of 
long standing.” 

The State Department a month 
ago: asked the Soviet Foreign 
Office for an agreement that 
Kennan would be received. The 
reply, given orally, was favorable. 
However, the White House de- 
layed a formal announcement, 
apparently in the expectation that 
there might be a written con- 
firmation from Moscow, which 
never came,

Kennan became widely known 
when, under the signature of 
“Mr, X,” he wrote an article in 
the magazine Foreign Affairs

PAY FOUR FLYERS’ 
FINES TOMORROW 


Airmen Have Been Held 
by Communist Govern- 
ment Since Nov. 19 on 
Border Violation 
Charge. 


VIENNA, Dec. 27 (AP) — The 
Hungarian government has asked 
United States representatives in 
Budapest to call at the Foreign 
Office at 10 a.m. (3 a.m. St. Louis 
time) tomorrow to receive the 
Hungarian reply to the United 
States Government’s offer to pay 
the fines for four American air- 
men, it was learned here tonight. 

This means the flyers, held 
since Soviet fighters forced down 
thtir C-47 transport Nov. 19, will 
not be released in any case before 
tomorrow, ‘though the United 
States has offered to pay the 
$120,000 in fines asséssed against 
them as border violators. 


Western officials had _ said 
earlier that the Hungarian delays 
had led them to believe that the 
United States offer to pay. the 
fines had been’ referred to 
Moscow. 

The Hungarian government has 
said only that it is “considering 
the offer, This conflicted with an 
announcement in Washington by 
the Hungarian legation that the 
offer was accepted in return for 
the prompt release of the men, 

The Ambassador here, Walter 
J. Donnelly, talked with George 
Abbott, United States charge 
d’affaires in the American lega- 
tion at Budapest. 

“The Hungarians merely told 
Abbott our propositicn was be- 
ing considered,” Donnelly said. 


U.S. Officials Hopeful. 


American officials in Budapest 
still hoped the flyers soon would 
be on their way to freedom. Ab- 
bott also expressed hope that the 
Hungarians—when their decision 
was made—would turn the flyers 
over to the United States lega- 
tion in Budapest rather than 
dump them on the Austrian bor- 
der without previous notice. 

A group of American officials 
was ready to go to the border to. 
meet the flyers. It waited for 
Soviet permission to cross the 
Russian occupied zone of Aus- 
tria to the border town of Nick- 
elsdorf, where Hungary in April 
released Robert <A. Vogeler, 
American business man impris- 
oned 17 months by Hungary as 
a “spy.” | 

Donnelly and his deputy, Wal- 
ter A. Dowling, are the only 
American officials in Austria 
who have the right to move about 
the Soviet zone without prior 
Soviet authorization. They 
planned to go to the border if 
the Russians delayed authoriza- 
tion from the Nickelsdorf group 
to operate. 

Three State Department lim- 
ousines waited outside the Em- 
bassy here for orders. 


Sees Hungarian Official. 


Abbott told Donnelly he had 
seen the Hungarian under secre- 
tary for foreign affairs this after- 
noon, 

“The Hungarians,” said Don- 
nelly, “told Abbott that the note 
was being considered by judicial 
and financial authorities and they 
added they could give Abbott no 
information when the flyers might 
be released.” 

If the Hungarian government 
had not. decided to accept the 
payment, then the manner and 
means of its payment apparently 
could not have been an issue. 
Donnelly said he had no idea how 
the money might be deposited 
with the Hungarians, and that 
Budapest legation officials did not 
want to discuss this matter over 
the telephone. They have been 
wary of talking over lines mon- 
itored by the Communists. 

The four flyers were jailed 38 
days ago when Russian fighter 
planes based in Hungary forced 
down their unarmed C-47 cargo 
plane, 

A Hungarian military court 
=== / secretly convicted the airmen four 
days ago on an accusation that 
they deliberately violated Hun- 
gary’s border to size up the 
ground for later spy-dropping. 

The United States Government 
agreed to pay their fines of $30,- 
000 each to save the men from 
three months in a Hungarian 
prison. 

The four flyers are Capt. Dave 
H. Henderson of Shawnee, Okla.; 
Capt, John J. Swift of Glens 
Falls, N.Y.; T.-Sgt. Jess A. Duff 
of Spokane, Wash., and Sgt. James 
A. Elam of Kingsland, Ark. 

At Erding, Germany, a United 
States Air Force base, a plane 
was held in readiness to fly the 
four men back to Germany as 
soon as they are released into 
Western territory. Their families 
in Germany waited hopefully.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Dec, 27 
(AP) — Strategists of the CIO 
United Steel Workers decided the 
strike or no-strike question today 
but withheld any announcement 
until ratification later in the day 
by the union’s governing wage- 
policy committee. 

USW President Philip Murray 
conferred with the union’s 36-man 
executive board for more than 


» |two hours. He emerged smiling 


but would make no statement, 

Asked during a luncheon recess 
if there was going to be a steel 
strike, Murray told a reporter: 
“T’d like to know that as much as 
you would.” 

The session began with the 
union virtually committed to 
strike New Year’s day in support 
of demands for an 184-cent 
hourly wage boost and other con- 
tract concessions. Murray and his 
aids said previously the 650,000 
USW members in basic steel 
would not work without a con- 
tract, Their pact expires at mid- 
night next Monday. 

Today’s sessions were called 
after President Truman issued a 
personal appeal to Murray to 
avert a steel strike. The President 
turned the steel.dispute over to 
the Wage Stabilization Board for 
a recommended settlement. 

The union meetings. began amid 
widespread predictions the USW 
leaders would decide against 
striking. 

The executive board makés de- 
cisions and the 170-man wage pol- 
icy committee rejects or approves 
those decisions. 

Possible Courses for Union. 

Possibilities before the union 
seemed to be: 

(1) Acceptance or rejection, 
complete or conditional, of 
President an’s demand 
that the wage fight between 
the 700,000-man union and the 
steel industry be turned over 
to the Wage Stabilization Board 
for study or settlement. 

(2) Postponement of — the 
strike at least until Jan. 3 
when a_ special international 
convention will be. held at At- 
lantic City to plot the union's 
future course. 

Since Monday when Murray 
called the meetings there has 
been a virtual cessation of strike 
preparations in the local unions. 
Talk of a walkout has been at a 
minimum. 

Ready to Bank Furnaces. 
Although most industry offi- 

cials are hopeful the scheduled 
shutdown will be postponed, they 
are prepared to start banking fur- 
naces, 

The union has asked for an 
18% cent hourly pay boost for 
workers, which it says now aver- 
age $1.92. The USW also wants 
a guaranteed annual wage, a un- 
ion, shop, elimination of geo- 
graphical pay inequities, improved 
premium and incentive pay, and 
other benefits. Some authorities 
have estimated the entire package 
would run to 30 or 50 cents an 
hour. 

The union says the pay increase 
is necessary because of increased 
living costs. 

The industry has made no wage 
offer. Its spokesmen have ar- 
gued that any pay rise would add 
to inflationary pressure. Also, 
they declare, they cannot increase 
pay unless they get an increase in 
steel prices. 

Talk of Price Increase. 

There is some indication the 
Government is considering allow- 
ing an increase in steel prices— 
perhaps not tied te the USW pay 
raise. 

Economic Stabilizer Roger L. 
Putnam said the Government is 
talking with steel producers in 
Washingten about a price increase 
based on the Capehart amend- 
ment. This permits ceilings to be 
raised to cover increases in 
wages, raw materials and other 
business costs up to last July 26. 
It would not cover any increases 
resulting from current wage talks. 

Putnam quoted Benjamin Fair- 
less, president of United. States 
Steel, as saying he felt the indus- 
try is entitled to an immediate 
price rise under the Capehart 
formula. 

“I told Mr. Fairless that if steel 
is entitled to an increase under 
Capehart, it would get the in- 
crease whether or not it grants a 
wage increase,” Putnam .added.,

300 ITEMS BARRED TO 
REDS UNDER CURB 
IN AID PROGRAM 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 (AP)— 
The Administration last night 
took the first step to carry 
out an act of Congress which re- 
quires shutting off American aid 
to any country shipping strategic 
materials behind the Iron Cur- 
tain, 

W. Averell Harriman, mutual 
security director, disclosed that 
more than 300 such items have 
been placed on the forbidden list. 
He said in a statement that he 
would “strictly” interpret the pro- 
visions of the act, passed during 
the last session of Congress, re- 
quiring Harriman’s agency to cut 
off aid unconditionally after 60 
days to any country exporting 
military or atomic energy mate- 
rials of the Red bloc. 

The act also calls for similar 
action against any country send- 
ing such things as petroleum or 
strategic transportation equip- 


ceptions on these secondary ma- 
terials if shutting off aid would 
impair the security of the United 
States. 

Harriman said he expected 
“some exceptions” wilh have to 
be made because “there may well 
be cases where imports received 
from countries of the Soviet bloc 
are of strategic importance to 
the free world.”

3. The Hungarian incident may 
lead to a series of similar irritat- 
ing actions involving greater sums 
of money and more. persons— 
either members of the armed 
forces, diplomats or private citi- 
zens.

On the Positive Side. 

On the positive side of the deci- 
sion to pay the fines officials cit- 
ed these considerations:

Allies Report Air Blows Prevent 
Massing of Reds for New Drive 


‘Operation Strangle’ Credited With Probably 
Destroying or Damaging 40,000 Trucks 
Besides Shattering Rail System. 


TOKYO, Dec. 27 (AP)—The Far 
East Air Forces today said relent- 
less Allied aerial attacks of the 
last four and one-half months 
had prevented the Communists 
from massing for a new offensive. 


Lt. Gen. O. P, Weyland, FEAF 
commander, said in a special com- 
munique that the aerial bombard- 
ment had shattered the Reds’ rail 
system in North Korea. 


He also said the campaign, 
known as “Operation Strangle,” 
had probably destroyed or dam- 
‘aged 40,000 trucks which the Reds 
pressed into service to take some 
of the load from their battered 
rail network. 


Weyland said the air campaign 
would continue “until the tacti- 
cal situation or cease-fire agree- 
ments dictate a change.” 

Four Service Arms in Drive. 
The operation was mapped by 
the Army, Navy, Air Force and 
Marines and approved by Gen. 
Matthew B. Ridgway, supreme 
United Nations commander, 

The Navy concentrated on the 
enemy’s east coast rail system. 
The Fifth Air Force was assigned 
the western rail system running 
south to the front from Pyong- 
yang, the North Korean capital. 
B-29 Superfortresses of the 
FEAF bomber command concen- 
trated on key rail bridges, rail- 


way yards and air fields. The 


Marines struck both at transport 
targets and in close siipport of 
ground forces. 

Weyland said the success of the 
operation forced the Communists 
to increase anti-aircraft guns 
along Red supply routes. These, 
he added, took “a. considerable 
toll” of fighter-bombers. 

“The recent spectacular build- 
up of MIG (Red jet plane) activ- 
ity can be taken as a direct re- 
flection of the degree to which 
the enemy is being hurt by Op- 
eration Strangle,” he added. 

6-to-1 Fighter Score. 

The Air Force commander 
maintained that “we have de- 
stroyed six MIGs for every fighter 
of ours they have shot down.” 

The build-up, however, made 
daylight attacks by Superforts 
“somewhat more costly” and these 
flights now are made by night. 

These attacks have prevented 
the Communists from putting into 
operation new jet airfields at 
Namsi, Taechon and Samcham, 
some 90 miles south of the Yalu 
river, boundary between Korea 
and Manchuria. 

Weyland said the Red build-up 
was unable “to deny us use of the 
air north of the Changchon river, 
which flows about 40 miles north 
of Pyongyang. South of the river 
“we still completely control the 


air,” he said.

GOAL OF 8,530,000 TONS SET 
FOR 2-MONTH COAL EXPORTS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 (UP) 
—The Government today set a 
goal of 8,530,000 tons of coal for 
overseas shipments in January 
and February. 

Marshall Plan countries are ex- 
pected to get about 7,570,000 tons. 
The rest would be for other 
friendly countries to help them 
through shortages. 

Coal was placed under export 
licensing control Nov, 1 in a move 
to boost shipments by making 
better use of available ships and | 
ports. Some 7, 000 tons have | 
been shipped abroad since then.

First of all, the 
Big Three will need to agree 
among themselves about what 
should be done. Then they will 
need to sell their recommenda- 
tions to their nine smaller part- 
ners. All that is expected to take 
time.

ARMY TO-USE KANSAS CAVE 
FOR STORING MACHINE TOOLS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 (AP) 

—The Army announced today it 
is taking over a huge cave néar 
Atchison, Kan., in which the Fed- 
eral Government has been stor- 
ing surplus food. 

Its new use: Storage of ma- 
chine tools not yet needed in the 
defense program. 

Pentagon officials explained to 
a reporter that after World War 
II ended, Army machine tools 
were stored in idle ordnance 
plants. Many of these plants are 
now being reopened and the 
stored equipment is being moved 
out-of-doors. 

Tools with only improvised 
protection deteriorate rapidly out 
in the open. Pentagon officials 
explained that adequate protec- 
tion would not permit inspection 
of the machinery by those who 
might want to take it over from 
the Army. “Acquisition of the 
cave solves this problem,” an of- 
ficial explained. The cave has a 
floor space equalling 14 acres. 


IRANIAN SAYS U.S. PAYS 
FOR ‘RIGID’ BRITISH STAND 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 (UP)— 
An Iranian senator and former 
premier said today the American 
people are paying for Britain’s 
“rigid and intransigent” attitude 
in the British-Iranian oil dispute. 

Matine Daftary, member of the 
Iranian parliamentary oil commit- 
tee, said in a statement that Iran 
is willing to sell oil to Britain 
for far less than the $600,000,000 
the British now pay annually to 
buy oil elsewhere. 

Daftary served as an adviser to 
Premier Mohammed Mossadegh 
during the recent futile United 
States efforts here to settle the 
dispute.

wounded 15 students at Alexan- 
dria. Several students and police 
were reported injured in Cairo. 
The students overturned and set 
fire to a streetcar near the parlia- 
ment building. 
Ten students were arrested and 
Cairo traffic piled up for blocks 
before several hundred police re- 
stored order, 


The disturbances spread to sec- 
ondary school students today. 
Four secondary schools in Alex- 
andria were ordered closed, in- 
cluding the Abbasia School near 
the main railway station where 
police fired on the students. 
Thousands of secondary school 
students in both of Egypt’s major 
cities were involved in the dem- 
onstrations. 

Fouad and Mohammed Ali 
Pasha universities in Cairo and 
Farouk University in Alexandria 
were ordered closed yesterday 
after collegiate riots against King 
Farouk’s appointment of two pro- 
Western advisers on his cabinet.

‘touched off by the King’s appoint-

The law prohibits working in 
an area in which methane is 
found until the gas has been 
cleared out. This is done by 
increasing ventilation in the area, 
usually erecting a portable 
screen called a brattice which di- 
verts the flow of air from some 
mine passages to those where it 
is most needed. 


Inspectors of the State Depart- 
ment of Mines and Minerals ex- 
amine each mine about once a 
month.

Philip Magidson Tells of 
False Testimony in 
Bankruptcy Hearing.

Philip Magidson, ap rincipal in 
a suit in United States District 
Court to determine disposition of 
$90,000 in funds of two bankrupt 
World War II airplane parts 
firms, admitted before Judge 
George H. Moore toda ythat he 
had perjured himself in earlier 
testimony in the hearing. 

Magidson’s onl yexplanation for 
giving false testimony about a 
purported letter of resignation 
was that he was “foolish and 
stupid.” The case, which has been 
on trial intermittently for about 
six weeks, was continued to Jan. 
11 by the court. 

The court action was brought 
by Jerome F. Duggan, trustee 
in bankruptcy for the Christopher 
Engineering Co.},and the National 
Aircraft Corp., World War II con- 
cerns, to detefmine Magidson’s 
interest in $90,000 held in reg- 
istry. Duggan’s petition stated 
the money had been turned over 
by Max and Hascal Schneider, 
operators of the two concerns, to 
determine the interest of Magid- 
son, their former partner, in the 
cash. 


Duggan’s suit charged that 
Magidson, a former confidential 
employe of the Schneiders, used 
information obtained from them 
to further his own interests. The 
trustee also asked the court to 
determine equities creditors have 
in the $90,000 fund. 

Magidson, in earlier testimony 
identified a letter of resignation 
from Christopher Co., which he 
said he wrote in long hand in 
June, 1943, but had not signed. 
He declared the signature was a 
forgery. 

George Durham, attorney for 
the trustee, introduced proof that 
the water-marked stationery on 
which the letter was written was 
not made available to the public 
until 3% years after the date 
Magidson said he wrote the let- 
ter. Magdison then was placed 
on the stand for cross-examina- 
tion by Durham, and admitted he 
had testified falsely about the 
resignation.

30 PUT IN SOLITARY

A spokesman for the Internal 
Revenue Bureau said he knew of 
no co-ordinated pattern in the 
filing of tax liens against persons 
who have figured in, the inquiry 
by the House Ways and Means 
subcommittee. 

Amounts of Liens. 

The Government is seeking to 
collect $325,395 from Teitelbaum 
and his wife; $1,528,464 from 
Whitehead; $51,157 from Grune- 
wald and $193,092 from Teitel- 
baum’s. law associate, Paul Simon. 

Liens totaling $197,519 were 
filed against 11 race horses 
owned by Knohl and now stabled 
at 4 race track in New Orleans. 
The liens were for 1949 and 1950

In his annual report released 
today, CCC President Gus M. 
Geissler said most of the record 
loss resulted from liquidation of 
“old” —or heldover — inventories 
ef perishable commodities, and 
the costly potato support pro- 
gram. 

As banker of the Government’s 
price support program, the CCC 
has lost $982,000,000 since the 
program was started in 1933. 


Billion Less in Supports. 
Despite the higher loss, Geiss- 
ler reported that Government 


more than a billion less during 
fiscal 1951 than in the previous 
year. The “sharply decreased” 
need for supports, he said, result- 
ed from favorable farm prices 
caused by a combination of 
stepped-up .demand and lower 
over-all agricultural production. 
Prices on all farm commodities 
“as a group” remained above par- 
ity throughout fiscal 1951, he said. 
CCC moves in to assure farmers 
a fair return on their crops 
through loans or purchase agree-

supports of farm prices were! 


upports — 
‘crops totaled $1, ep com- 
pared with $2,683,000,000 the 
previous year. 

Another indication of the CCC’s 
reduced support activity was a 
drop in the price support “in- 
vestment”—the dollar total of 
loans plus the value of inven- 
tories. The CCC “investment” 
last June 30 totaled $1,767,000,- 
000, compared with $3,583,000,000 
a year earlier. - 

Average Loss $55,000,000. 

The record-breaking 1951 loss 
compared with $249,000,000 lost 
in fiscal 1950, $255,000,000 in 
1949, and an average annual loss 
of $55,000,000 in the 18 years of 
price support operations. 

Geissler said 70 per cent of 
the fiscal 1951 loss was charge- 
able to dairy products, dried eggs 
and potatoes. The last two items 
were dropped from the support 
program this year. 

Losses on dairy products to- 
taled $111,000,000, including $44,- 
000,000 on butter, $24,000,000 on 
oan and $43,000,000 on dried

the broadcast said, but the “un- 
eventful expiration” of the 30-day 
deadline makes the Red attitude 
plain. 

(“The Co:nmunists still want 
to weaken Korea with an ineffec- 
tual armistice,” the broadcast said, 
“so that any future Communist 
surprise attack will be a success 
instead of a failure.’’) 

Expiration of the cease-fire 
line agreement could bring an 
explosive end to the month-long 
lull on the battle front or the 
“twilight war” could continue 
while negotiations go on. 

The front was cold and rela- 
tively quiet Thursday as temper- 
atures dipped below zero in some 
sectors. 

In Thursday’s fruitless talks in 
snow-swept Panmunjom each side 
accused the other of needlessly 
delaying the truce. 

North Korean Maj. Gen. Lee 
Sang Cho charged that the U.N. 
wasted time by refusing to agree 
to a Communist proposal for an 
all-for-all exchange of prisoners. 
R. Adm. Libby told the Reds 
they wasted 12 days by refusing 
to set up a prisoner exchange 
subcommittee, then delayed for 
another eight days before agree- 
ing to exchange prisoner lists. 
The list finally submitted by 
the Reds was “fatally deceptive,” 
Libby -asserted, 

In a nearby tent, the Commu- 
nists promised orally not to build 
up their armed strength during 
an armistice, but they refused to 
put it in writing. 

Six times in 30 minutes Maj. 
Gen. Howard M. Turner tried to 
get the pledge on paper, but each 
time Chinese Maj. Gen. Hsieh 
Fang evaded a direct answer or 
said no reply was necessary since 
the Communist stand on supervi- 
sion of a truce was well known. 
Libby asked the Reds for more 
information on the 726 American 
prisoners the Reds said Wednes- 
day had died, escaped or been 
released. 

He asked Lee to state specif- 
ically how each of the 571 men 
died, where they died and where 
they were buried. A written Red 
report said the prisoners died of 
illness or were killed in air at- 
tacks or by artillery while being 
marched from the front. 

Libby also asked when and 
where 152 Americans escaped and 
when and where three others 
were released. 

The Reds said neither Allied 
war prisoners nor internees were 
being held in China. 

Libby said the denial was “dif- 
ficult to believe” in the light of 
information held by the Allies. 
Libby’s line of questioning was 
a continuation of U.N. efforts to 
learn the fate of more than 50,000 
missing Allies, most of them 
South Koreans. 

Red negotiators said théy plan 
to deliver more letters from Al- 
lied prisoners to their families. 
A Communist reporter said 
bundles of mail are being shipped 
from North Korean prison camps 
to Panmunjom where they will 
be turned over to the Allies. He 
said bundles of mail will be de- 
livered every few days. 

The first batch of 803 letters 
was delivered Wednesday. The 
Red reporter said these were all 
from one camp and more bundles 
are on the way. 

The Communists had some 
complaints about the Allied pris- 
oner list. 

The U.N. command explained 
it did not include the names of 
1456 prisoners on its list because 
the men would not identify them- 


selves, 

The U.N. said about 40,000 
names forwarded to the Red 
Cross were not on the prisoner 
list because they had been re- 
classified as South Korean civi- 
lians. 

While the Reds agreed orally 
to limit their armed strength dur- 
ing an armistice, Gen. Hsieh em- 
phasized that they would not ac- 
cept an Allied proposal to bar 
airfield construction and other 
limitations. 

“Our side firmly holds to our 
right to deal with our own in- 
ternal affairs,” Hsieh said.

Ruling Finally Went Against Him 


State Department Examiners and Review 
Group Differed Principally on Amerasia 
Charges—Dismissal Based on ‘Reasonable 


Doubt,’ Not Proven Guilt. 


John Stewart Service, long a controversial figure, has 
been fired by the State Department because the Government's 
highest Loyalty Review Board ruled there was a “reasonable 


doubt” as to his loyalty. 


In reaching its decision, the review board reversed a find- 
ing of the State Department's own Loyalty Security Board 
which had been favorable to Service on the basis of the same 
evidence. In the meantime, President Truman had changed 
the rules governing loyalty investigations. Previously a find- 
ing of “reasonable ground” to believe an employe was disloyal |. 
was necessary before firing him. Last April, the standard 4. 
was changed so that a finding of “reasonable doubt” that an 
employe was loyal was held sufficient ground to dismiss him. 


Service has appealed to the 


Loyalty Review Board to set 


aside its finding in his case and has challenged the authority 
of the board to make the ruling. - 

The following abstracts of the findings of the State De- 
partment Loyalty Security Board and of the Loyalty Review 
Board show that their principal points of differente were on 
Service’s connection with the Amerasia case:

HE case of John Stewart Service,” the State Department 


which the Loyalty Security Board 


of the Department of State had reported a favorable deter- 


mination based on the information then available, was remanded 
after the reviewing panel had concluded that the record had not 
been fully developed, and that a hearing should be held on charges. 
In accordance with this recommendation, charges were preferred 
against Mr. Service and a hearing has been held... . 

“Although the regulations prescribed by the Loyalty Security 
Board ‘shall state merely the action taken,’ it is the feeling of the 
Loyalty Security Board that a full statement should be made of the 
reasons for its conclusions in this case, in view of the wide interest 
in the ‘Amerasia’ case, in connection with which Mr. Service was 


arrested in 1945..... 

“The board considered first the 
charges against Mr. Service which 
have to do with his conduct in 
China, in particular from 1943 to 
1945, while he was stationed in 
Chunking, Lanchow and Yenan. 


Not Subject to Hurley. 

“First, it is alleged that Mr. 
Service was disloyal or insubordi- 
nate to Gen. Hurley who was in 
China from August to November, 
1944 as personal representative 
of the President, and served as 
Ambassador to China from No- 
vember, 1944 until November, 


“The board finds that at no 
time during Gen. Hurley’s serv- 
ice in China, either as the Presi- 
dent’s personal representative or 
as AmbasSador, was Mr. Service 
attached to the Embassy, or sub- 
ject to Ambassador Hurley’s di- 
rection... 

“Second, it is charged that Mr. 
Service was disloyal to American 
policy with respect to China, as 
that policy was represented by 
Ambassador Hurley, in that Mr. 
Service was critical of the Chi- 
nese Nationalist Government of 
Chiang Kai-shek and favorably 
disposed tcwards the Chinese 
Communists; that he favored 
arming and collaborating with 
the Communist forces; and that 
favored ‘ stopping United 
States assistance to Chiang Kai- 
shek and extending it to the 
Communists, and believed that 
Communist participation in the 
Government was the only hope 
for a stable demccratic and inde- 
pendent Chinese Government. 

No Secret Activities. 

“Third, it is charged that Mr. 
Service was sympathetic with 
Communism and working in the 
interest of the Communist 
party. ... 

“There was nothing covert or 
furtive or secret, so far as Amer- 
ican authorities in China or else- 
where were concerned, about Mr. 
Service’s - observations, ccnclu- 
sions and recommendations with 
regard to Chinese affairs from 
1942 to 1945. ... : 

“« .. Mr. Service and Gen. 
Stilwell considered the National- 
ist Government was not prosecut- 
ing the war as vigorously as re- 
quired. ... Mr. Service did not 
favor stopping lend-lease assist- 
ance to Chiang Kai-shek but did 
favor making its continuance 
conditional upon agreement by 
Chiang to broaden the base of 
the government and undertake 
substantial economic, political 
and social reform. ... 

“ .. The issue is rather 
whether the views expressed by 
Mr. Service constitute disloyalty 
to American policy with respect 
to China. The board finds no 
indication that Mr. Service was 
disloyal in this respect.... 

“With respect to the third alle- 
gation that Mr. Service was sym- 
pathetic with Communism and 
working in the interest of the 
Communist party, the board finds 
no evidence that his reports ac- 
quired their character from any 
ulterior motive or association or 
from any impulse other than his 
desire to acquaint his superior 
officers with the facts as he saw 
and interpreted them. ... 

Testimony by Kennan. 

“The board had the benefit of 
expert testimony from Mr. George 
F. Kennan, counselor of the de- 
partment and for many years a 
leading American authority on 
the Soviet Union and Communist 
matters. At the request of the 
board, Mr. Kennan examined 127 
of Mr. Service’s reports. .. 

“After completing his examina- 
tion, Mr. Kennan testified that 
Mr. Service’s reports indicated 
no Communist inspiration or 
guidance, that they were free 
from the exaggerations and dis- 


that some of Mr. Service’s early 


reports indicated a naivete with. 


respect to the Soviet Union but 


| Chinese Communists, and that the 
Communists were advised that 
Ambassador Hurley’s efforts to 
prevent the collapse of the Na- 
tionalist Government did not rep- 
resent United States policy. The 
charge was denied by Mr. Service 
and is entirely out of character 
with this function. His reports 
did not purport to state United 
States policy, but only his per- 


sonal observations, conclusions 
and recommendations. No evi- 
dence was presented to support 
this charge, and the board finds 
no basis for it. 

Case of Philip Jaffe. 


“In the so-called Amerasia 


affair, Mr. Service was charged 
with furnishing classified infor- 
mation to one Philip Jaffe. In 
1945 Philip Jacob Jaffe of New 
York City was co-editor with Kate 
L. Mitchell of a magazine called 
Amerasia.... 


“On March 10, 1945, a month 
before Mr. Service’s arrival in 
the United States, OSS agents 
searched the offices of Amerasia, 
and there discovered a _ large 
number of classified Government 
documents principally of State 
and Navy Department origin... . 
On June 6, Mr. Jaffe was arrested 
by the FBI, along with Kate 
Mitchell and four others, Em- 
manuel Sigurd Larsen, Lt. An- 
drew Roth, Mark Gayn and Mr. 
Service. ... 

“Subsequently a grand jury re- 
turned indictments against Jaffe, 
Larsen and Roth, but found ‘no 
true bill’ against Mitchell, Gayn 
and Service. Jaffe pleaded guilty 
and was fined $2500. Larsen, who 
had admitted procuring some of 
the documents for Jaffe, also 
pleaded guilty and was fined $500. 
The case against Roth was nol- 
prossed. 

“Among the large number of 
Government documents found in 
Mr. Jaffe’s office were copies of 
about 40 of Mr. Service’s reports, 
and the primary question before 
this board in connection with this 
aspect of the Service case is his 
part in making any of these avail- 
able to Mr. Jaffe. Eight of these 
40 were ozalid (sic) copies from 
State Department files which 
were found in Mr. Jaffe’s brief 
case and were identified by Mr. 
Larsen as papers which he pro- 
cured for Mr. Jaffe. Included in 
the 40 were also typed or carbon 
copies of at least 10 Service re- 
ports procured from other sources 
than the State Department. None 
of these 40 reports were papers 
from Mr. Service's files. .., 


Service’s Version. 


“Mr. Service made a full state- 
ment of his connection with Mr. 
Jaffe to the FBI, to the: grand 
jury, and to the board. Although 
he had heard of Mr. Jaffe as 
editor of Amerasia he had never 
met or communicated with him 
prior to his return to Washington 
in April, 1945. On April 19, Mr. 
Service was introduced to Jaffe 
by Lt. Roth, whom he had met 
the preceding November at a talk 
that he (Service) gave to the 
Institute of Pacific Relations, and 
who now invited him to dinner. 

“Thinking that Jaffe as editor 
of a specialist magazine on the 
Far East would be interested in 


the Communist leader Mao Tse- 
tung in Yenan, Service took along 
with him to his meeting with 
Jaffe a copy of his report on 
that subject. 

“Mr. Jaffe was interested and 
asked if Service had other re- 
ports that he could see. He in-

SMOOTH-TALKING FRIENDS 
—I am not excusing Caudle or 
Jesse Jones or Mr. Gabrielson. 
Lamar Caudle was a country boy 
who was dazzled by smooth-talk- 
ing friends. No smooth talker 
himself, he was his own worst 
enemy on the witness stand. But 
it was obvious that he was telling 
the truth. For when a man pays 
more for a fur coat, wholesale, 
than he would have had to pay 
retail, then he really shows him- 
self as a country boy who ought 
not to be palling around with 
city slickers. 

I remember that when in Calli- 
fornia last year I got a phcne call 
from Caudle saying that they 
were pushing a tax case against 
“Niggy” Rutkin in Newark, N_J., 
and wanting to know what infor- 
mation I had that would help. 
Caudle knew I had investigated 
fhe feud between those two nod- 
torious rum-runners, Rutkin and 
Joe Reinfeld, anc asked mé to 
phone any helpful information to 
his attorney in Newark, Mickey 
Rethwacks. 

Taking the trouble to call me 
in California about Rutkin was 
not what I would call pulling a 
tax punch. 

There was also the case of the 
deputy sheriff of Prince Georges 
county, Maryland, just a stone’s 
throw from the Capitol, who had 
been taking protection money 
from the gamblers. Caudle sent 
this case to Baltimore, where 
United States Attorney Bernard 
Flynn declined to prosecute.

A square, 100-foot-high stone 
building which houses the “heart” 
of the dominion’s project is pro- 
saic enough externally. And the 
device within that building for 
producing atomic energy has 
roughly the outside appearance 
of a vat for making beer or ben- 
zene. But that device—a so-called 
“heavy water” reactor or furnace 
—is unique among all known 
atomic furnaces in the world.

You hear no sound from the 
reactor, but within it billions of 
neutrons—atomic bullets—are fly- 
ing around at speeds up to 10,000 
miles a second. The radioactivity 
generated is equal to that produc- 
ible by “tons” of radium. 


Each second, 60 trillion neu- 
trons pass through an area rough- 
ly equivalent to that covered by 
a 5-cent coin. 

“It’s this concentration of neu- 
trons—called the “neutron flux” 
by the slide-rule boys—that makes 
Canada’s reactor something super- 
special. Because of it, Canada can 


given amount of uranium fuel 
than can any other country, as far 
as is known. 


The dominion’s present rela- 
tively small reactor is not de- 
signed to produce plutonium in 
large quantities but the speed 
factor is there nevertheless. 

Thanks to this same high “neu- 
tron flux,” Canada’s device can 
produce radioactive isotopes “hot- 
ter and smaller,’ than those pro- 
ducible anywhere else, including 
the United States. For example, 
radioactive cobalt for treating 
cancer can be prepared in tiny 
wafers totaling four ounces, yet 
packing the radioactive punch of 
virtually the entire world supply 
of radium. 

Secret Lies in ‘Core.’ 


The secret of Canada’s cham- 
pionship so far in the reactor 
field lies in the “core” of the re- 
actor structure. 

This core is a cylindrical vessel 
about 10 feet high and eight 
across. In it are 176 uranium 
metal rods—the “fuel” of the fur- 
nace—and these are immersed in 
a special kind of water called 
“heavy water.” 

Function of the “heavy water” 
is, roughly, to keep neutrons busy 
“splitting” uranium atoms so 
that a chain-reaction is sustained 
— the atomic fire keeps burn- 
ng. 
It’s the world’s most efficient 
material for that purpose, and it 
accounts for the record “neutron 
flux” of Canada’s reactor. 


The core of the reactor is sur- 
rounded by a layer of graphite to

Thereafter, the power output 
of the reactor can be regulated 
by raising or lowering the water 
level. It’s so sensitive that, to 
keep a steady level of power and 
radioactivity, the water level 
must not vary more than a tiny 


fraction of an inch.

—a metal which has a notorious 
appetite for neutrons, and there- 
fore can take them out of circu- 
lation. 

The whole thing can be shut 
down by dropping neutron-ab- 
sorbing “shut-off rods” into the 
reactor. Furthermore, the fur- 
nace shuts off automatically if-it 
gets too hot. 

Materials designed for expo- 
sure to radioactive rays within 
the reactor are fed into the de- 
vice by a kind.of ingenious pin- 
ball machine. 

Substances, like cobalt, to be 
“irradiated,” are first placed in 
tiny aluminum balls, then placed 
in special chambers just inside 
the reactor. . 

Through. automatic means — 
controlled by overgrown pop-guns 
placed perpendicular to the re- 
actor—the balls are pushed by 
compressed air into the area of 
radioactivity, and likewise with- 
drawn after desired exposure.

This bill got caught in the U.M.W.A.’s warfare 
against two Truman appointees—Julius A. Krug, 
then Secretary of the Interior, and James Boyd, 
head of the Colorado School of Mines, recom- 
mended by Mr. Krug for director of the Federal 
Bureau of Mines. 

Mr. Lewis apparently was so opposed to these 
men—as Secretary of the Interior Mr. Krug was 
administrator of the coal mines under Govern- 
ment seizure—that he would not support im- 
proved mine safety legislation which they would 
administer.

On Thursday evening May 9, 1946, Fred 
Boyce’s reading was interrupted by the 
buzzer in his New York apartment. It was 
Ginny McLaughlin, weighted with suit- 
cases, tearfully nervous and full of con- 
fused purposes.

There are many recent examples of

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On Congress’ Own Doorstep 

“Indefensible and inexcusable waste.” That 
is the term which Senator Lyndon Johnson's 
defense “watchdog” subcommittee applies to 
manpower practices in the Army which, it says, 
have resulted in “endlessly repeating training 
cycles” for certain organized units. 

To put it plainly, what the subcommittee is 
saying is that the Army in certain cases has 
had more men than it knew what to do with. 
The group goes on to point out that neither the 
Army nor any other service is any more prodigal 
or prudent than the others. Senator Johnson 
himself has special praise for Secretary of the 
Army Pace, who has initiated a “cost conscious- 
ness” program in his service. So the manpower- 
waste complaint:is not particularly an Army 

* complaint, but one which applies to all services. 

Where, however, should the complaint be 
addressed? We wonder that the subcommittee 
headed by the Texas Senator did not think of 
addressing it to Congress itself. For if the Army 
or other services are wasting manpower, cer- 
tainly a large share of the ‘responsibility rests 
on the very members of Congress who now 80 
vigorously condemn it. 

Much evil can come from congressional inter- 
ference in certain military matters which ought 
to be left to executive discretion—for example 
in attempting to dictate where troops shall be 
stationed. But it can scarcely be questioned 
that the ultimate authority on the size of the 
armed forces is and must be Congress, acting 
on the advice and within the veto power of the 
President. . 

. Last winter Congress rejected efforts by such 
members as Senator Morse to write into the 
draft law a limitation on the size of the armed 
forces designed to prevent just such manpower 
waste as the Johnson subcommittee now com- 
plains of. And with or without a legislative 
‘limitation, the’ size of the armed forces always

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Another “Fair Trade” Scheme 


It is an old tactic of pressure groups, faced 
with an unpleasant Supreme Court ruling, to try 
to get Congress to legalize what the court has 
already declared illegal. And that is what the 
American Fair Trade Council hopes to do when 
Congress reconvenes, The council has drafted a 
proposed law to permit “fair trade” which, by 
any other name, means price fixing. 

Last May the Supreme Court ruled that re- 
tailers who do not sign “fair trade” contracts 
with manufacturers do not have te observe the 
minimum retail prices which the manufacturers 
set for their goods. In short, the retailers could 
charge what their purses and prospects allowed 
them to. This, of course, applies to goods in 
interstate commerce. 

The ruling knocked the wind out of a lot of 
efforts to fix retail prices. Moreover, the Justi¢e 
Department later warned it would prosecute if 
it caught manufacturers trying to gang up on 
small retailers to make them sign the so-called 
fair trade contracts. 

So now the fair trading lobby wants to amend 
the Sherman Act, and there is irony in this. 
The Sherman Act is intended to help protect 
free competition. The amendment is intended 
to help cripple it. For the measure would make 
the manufacturers’ retail prices binding on all 
retailers—whether or not they sign contracts, 
and whether or not the goods are even in inter- 
state commerce! 

Congress will quickly discover that such a bill 
would defeat the intent of the anti-trust laws, 
the Supreme Court decision and the Justice 
Department. It would help those few who fear 
that economic competition is dangerous em

Total Victory in 1918. 


The decline of our Western so- 
ciety into its present inner and 
outer insecurity began, we must 
never forget, before the appear- 
ance of Lenin, Mussolini and Hit- 
ler, Stalin and Mao, and all the 
lesser Fascist, Nazi and Commu- 
nist tyrant-bosses of our era. In 
(1900, so great was the prestige of 
the Western nations that every- 
one, including the revoluticnary 
Socialists, took it as axiomatic 
that liberal and democratic insti- 
tutions were the goal towards 
which all mankind was advancing. 

That ceased to be true during 
the first world war when France 
and Great Britain were irrepar- 
ably injured in the fearful mas- 
sacres of that war—a war which 
they had not been able to pre- 
vent, which they were wunpre- 
pared to fight, which they and 
we did not know how to settle. 


Yet that infinitely costly war 
ended in a democratic victory, 
one so nearly total that our bat- 
tered veterans from the United 
Nations Assembly, their heads 
bloody but unbowed, cannot now 
even imagine anything so dream- 
like. 

In 1918 all of Europe from the 
Atlantic to the Pripet Marshes 
lay within the military orbit of 
the Western democratic nations. 
There were no Molotovs and 
Vishinskys in whose presence 
Lloyd -George, Clemenceau, Or- 
lando, and Woodrow Wilson had 
to prove to their own countrymen 
that they were not and never had 
been disloyal. There were no 
emissaries of any alien despotism 


to confuse the proceedings and 
to veto the decisions. 

All the reactionary empires, 
enemy and alien alike, had been 
defeated and were in ruins. The 
only victors. were the free na- 
tions under governments based 
on free elections by peoples who 
had long enjoyed civil and re- 
‘ligious liberty. Only the free na- 
tions had armies, navies and the 
material resources to underwrite 
the reconstruction of the devas- 
tated and dislocated countries. 


A Failure of Wisdom. 


There is no way to explain 
away the responsibility of the 
democracies for the failure to 
make a peace which was viable 
and could endure. The terrible 
things we have seen since then, 
the villainies and the crimes and 
the great convulsions, came after 
the failure of the democracies, 
when their power was virtually 
unchallenged, to use their power 
wisely. 

Lenin was still a refugee in 
Switzerland and Hitler was still 
an insignificant corporal in. the 
German army when the great 
trouble began. Lenin and. Hitler 
and their followers have ex- 
ploited and aggravated immeasur- 
ably the declining powers of the 
Western democratic society. But 
if that decline cannot be arrested 
and reversed, if it continues—as 
it could—to the fall of our West- 
ern society, then the verdict wiil 
almost certainly have to be, in 
Arnold Toynbee’s words, not 
murder but suicide. 


Who Rules Our Fate? 


This is a hard truth to swallow 
because, while it does not excuse 
our enemies of any of their 
crimes, it does not relieve us, the 
people of the free nations, of any 
of our awful responsibili*:. It is, 
however, the saving t.uth. For 
once we hold ourselves blame- 
less, we have given up the con- 
viction which must be there if 
we are to save ourselves — the 
conviction that we and not they 
are the spiritual sovereigns of 
our fate. 2 

In the measure that we treat 
ourselves as the innocent victims 
rather than as the blunderers who 
—having had and having still the 
power and the responsibility— 
misuse it, we shall go on making 
the mistakes which have brought 
such ruin upon our society. Twice 
we have been victorious over our 
enemies. What can it have been 
but our own mistakes in the ex- 
ercise of our own power which 
have brought the Western world 


to its present plight?

The study undertook to find 
the answers to two questions: (1) 
How do children who have tele- 
vision sets at home compare with 
other children in school achieve- 
ment, and (2) Do children having 
sets at home do better school 
work when their parents closely 
control their televiewing? 

Nearly 1000 children in the 
sixth and seventh grades of 16 
representative public and paro- 
chial schools in the Cincinnati 
area were checked. 

In comparing the achievement 
of the children who had TV sets 
in their homes and those who 
didn’t, Clarke reported his study 
yielded no appreciable difference. 
He found, too, that parental con- 
trol of televiewing* habits was no 
great fartor in the children’s 
school work. 

He warned, however, that tele- 
vision “can be. used to excess 
which may result in damage to 
physical well-being and mental 
alertness.” He cautioned also that 
it would be “‘a gross misinterpre- 
tation of the data to hold that ‘in 
the case of a given child, his 
habits of watching television 
could not affect his schoo] 
achievement.” 

One startling fact to turn up 
was that the children polled spent 
more time watching television 
each week than in going to 
school. Counting Saturday and 
Sunday, the children spent 30 
hours a week before their tele- 
vision sets as compared with the 
25 hours spent in school. 

Milton Berle rated as the most 
popular TV show with the pre- 
adolescents, but next in popular- 
ity came three western programs. 
Wrestling and mystery-crime 
shows appealed to the children 
of the lower IQ bracket.

Roof Leaks. 

MONG the many problems 
A that upset people are roofs 

that leak in the winter and not 
insummer, This nasty condition is 
due to just one thing—snow and 
ice accumulating at certain areas 
and then melting on the inside 
from the heat lost through the 
roof, The snow and ice on the 


‘outside sort of acts like a dam 


and as the puddle of water grows 
in size it gets in under the shin- 
gles and eventually comes through 
into the house. 

There are.several cures for this 
problem. One of the best is to 
move to a warmer climate. An- 
other is to remove accumulations 


of snow and ice from the roof. 
If both of these are impractical 
— are a few other things to

As a rule snow and ice only 
accumulate at certain spots in the 
roof and if you smear thinned out 
roofing compound under the shin-

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CHAPTER 28 

T WAS a merciful day for the 
| captive Jews when Cyrus took 

the throne and became the 
friend of Daniel. Hardly had the 
new king come to power than 
he issued a resounding public 
statement that he would free the 
prisoners from Jerusalem. 

Liberation! After 490 years, 
freedom at last! Is it any wonder 
that the second Isaiah called the 
Emperor Cyrus “the  Lord’s 
anointed”? 

More than 42,000 of the exiled 
Hebrews joined in the homeward 
march to Jerusalem. They made 
the long journey under the lead- 
ership of Sheshbazzar, whose aids 
were Zerubbabel, of the house 
‘of David, and Jeshua, chief of the 
priests. In the host of pilgrims 
were 200 singing men and women, 

But once arrived at Jerusalem, 
the exultant pilgrims were im- 
mediately plunged into despair. 
Things were worse than they had 
expected. Even in the palliating 
glow of the sunset,: the city of 
Jerusalem was a_ discouraging 
sight; walls crumbling, arches 
broken, rubbish piled on rubbish 
—and the population shabby and 
ill fed, 

This, that was once the golden 
Jerusalem! : 

Judah itself had shrunken to 
about 20 square miles—all that 
was left of the kingdom of David! 
Nor were the pilgrims welcomed 
by the tattered dwellers in Jeru- 
salem. At best, the home folk 
were: indifferent. Some were re- 
sentful of the prosperity, even 
wealth, carried back by the new- 
comers. 

Foremost*in the minds of the 
Babylonian Jews was the restora- 
tion of the Temple, but settling 
themselves, with all of the domes- 
tic details involved, was their 
first task, and it took time. It 
was in the second spring that 
Zerubbabel, who had _ taken 
Sheshbazzar’s place, began laying 
new foundations in areas left un- 
dermined and useless, and before 
long a plan for a Temple was tak- 
ing shape. The base was for a 
smaller, scrubbier building than 
Solomon’s but nevertheless a real 
Temple to the Living God. The 
faithful were overjoyed. 

At last, in March, of 516 B.C., 
after many delays, the Temple was 
once again a completed structure 
on the rocky, wedge-shaped 
height. It was dedicated with sol- 
emn joy. Wonderful to see, the 
Passover and the Feast of Unleav- 
ened Bread were once more be- 
ing celebrated in the Presence of 
Jehovah in His sanctuary, as had 
been ordained by Moses,

T WAS during the time of the 

return to Jerusalem, and while 

there were still a great many 
exiles left in Persia, that there 
came into the world one of its 
great love stories. It is also an 
early example of the problem of 
racial animosity, a tale still re- 
peated at the Feast of Purim; 
the starkly realistic yet warm and 
lovely story of Esther. 

During those days, five emper- 
ors—the great Cyrus, Cambyses, 
Darius, Xerxes and Artaxerxes— 
had occupied the Persian throne. 
Xerxes, who ruled in the time of 
Esther, was the son of Darius. 
Like his father before him, he 
was a worshipper of Ahura Maz- 


da, Zoroastrian god of light, or. 


goodness. He had another name 
by which the Holy Bible calls 
him: Ahasuerus. He was said to 
be the tallest and handsomest 
man ih the empire, but capricious 
and cruel. 


Just before the king set out 
on a campaign against Greece, 
Ahasuerus instituted grand fes- 
tivities. For six months he enter- 
tained illustrious visitors, ending 
up with a seven-day feast in the 
royal gardens. On the seventh 
day of feasting, Ahasuerus, heady 
with wine and flattery, was seized 
with a toper’s whim. He wanted 
to show off to his guests the 
physical perfections of his Queen. 
But Vashti—and who can blame 
her?—declined to be put on ex- 
hibition. The king roared his dis- 
pleasure. A woman had dared 
to cross the regal will? . For her 
disobedience Ahasuerus divorced 
Queen Vashti. She was lucky to 
escape with her life. 

But when the king came home 
from war, a badly defeated man, 
he began to fret for another 
queen, one as fair as Vashti, and 
orders went out that all the beau- 
tiful virgins of the land be 
brought together at the court. 
From them the king would choose 
his new queen. 

Among those who read the 
royal notice was Mordecai, a 
Benjamite who lived near the pal- 
ace. Old Mordecai had a beauti- 
ful niece, Hadassah, and he saw 
no reason why she should not be 
a candidate for the king’s favor. 
Hadassah was enrolled in the 
competition under the changed

name. of Esther, which means “the 
star.” 

For 12 months, young Esther 
was put through a prescribed 
course in the arts of beauty and 
deportment.

So infatuated was 
the king that he did not inquire 
deeply into the history of his 
new lady; Esther became Queen 
of Persia and the king did not 
know he had married a Jewess.

And 
to its bitterest detail she laid 
bare Haman’s hatred and his plan 
of annihilation.

Some expert players would 
open with one no-trump on the 
South hand, but the majority 
would, prefer to bid one spade. 
West passes, and North’s correct 
course is clear—he raises to two 
spades. East passes, and South, 
if he knows his way around the 
bridge table, will unquestidnably 
bid two no-trump, telling North 
that he has much better than a 
minimum opening and sobmniiael 
North out in the direction of no- 
trump. 


When this two-no-trump rebid 
gets around to North, the fate of 
the partnership rests "squarely. on 
his shoulders. If he does em 
so many thousands of players 
would do in his position, i.e., if 
he repeats his strong preference 
for a spade contract, his side is 
on the road to ruin. Whether 
South carries North’s three-spade 
preference to four spades, or 
whether he takes a highly con- 
servative stand and passes at 
three spades, the partners will 
lose the only game they could 
have made—three no-trump. 


If, however, North is more 
competent, he will realize that 
South’s no-trump suggestion is 
sound for the combined hands. 
Most particularly, North will 
realize that his minor honors in 
diamonds and clubs, and even 
his 10-9-x in hearts, have far 
greater potential value at no- 
trump than at a spade contract. 
He will further realize that his 
possession of five cards in spades 
will certainly be no liability at no- 
trump; South could have a four- 
card spade suit and North would 
then supply an extra trick in 
spades. Finally, North will give 
due heed to South’s implication 
that a ten-trick contract may be 
too ambitious, and since North 
must agree with that thought, he 
should raise to three no-trump 
instead of again suggesting a 
spade contract.

THERE IS REASON to believe 
that the inside of the earth is 
hot. The deeper a hole is drilled, 
the hotter the rock. Without spe- 
cial air cooling, a miner would 
suffer from heat at a depth of a 


mile or two. 

Certain parts of the earth's 
crust have hot rock close to the 
surface. At these places, water 
which seeps into the ground and 
reaches hot rock may turn into 
steam. If the steam pressure rises 
high enough, there will be an ex- 
plosion. Sometimes this is strong 
enough to blow thousands of tons 
of rock into the air. . 

We usually think of a volcano 
as a cone-shaped object which is 
likely to explode at one time or 
another. The fact is that volca- 
noes have many shapes, Some are 
roughly of the shape of a cone, |

A VOLCANO’S ACTION under 
the ground decides whether there 
will be an explosion. It is possi- 
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ble for a volcano to break through. 
level ground; this happened in @ 
field in Mexico a few years ago, 
and a large mound, or cone,; was 
produced. 


Many eruptions of volcanoes 
are marked by a big flow of lava.
